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H. Geographic Dimensions of the Movements: 


Both the animal rights and environmental' &s$remist movements 
can reasonably be described as nationwide Claims on behalf 
of ALF/ELF have been made for animal 1iterations/raids, arsons, 
pipebombmgs, and other forms of property destruction in virtually 
every part of the country, although not all *Ms&‘claims have been 
independently verified by the FBI. 


At present, the FBI has ALF/ELF-related cases pending in over 
3 0 field divisions throughout the United States. It is noted that many 
of these divisions also have within their geographic territories known, 
single-interest animal extremist rights/environmental groups 
sympathetic to ALF/ELF philosophies, as well as numerous of the named 
key figures of this investigation. 

Public source information also indicates that animal rights 
groups and environmental rights groups have engaged in criminal 
activity under the guise of ALF/ELF in Canada, Great Britain, New 
Zealand, and as small factional groups in other European countries. 
ALF/ELF Internet literature includes documentation of animal rights 
extremist incidents in Canada, Great Britain, and elsewhere. 
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As stated above, the Counterterrorism Division asserts that 
ALF/ELF are not necessarily groups or organizations, but rather terms 
synonymous with the extremist animal rights and environmental 
movements, respectively. As such, the Counterterrorism Division 
believes that investigation into the activities and makeup of single¬ 
interest groups whose aims are similar or identical to those put forth 
mALF/ELF-attributed literature, videos, and other media, and on their 
websites, is necessary in order to detect and deter criminal activity 
claimed on behalf of ALF/ELF, and to identify persons likely to be 
involved in such activity.
